December  Trade  Surplus  Up 
Slightly  -  The  December  agricultural 
trade  surplus  increased  $4  million 
from  the  previous  month  to  more  than 
$1 .8  billion.  Exports  remained  strong 
at  $3.6  billion,  but  dropped  $94  million 
below  November’s  level.  Imports  fell 
to  less  than  $1 .8  billion.  The  cumula¬ 
tive  trade  surplus  for  calendar  1 989 
totaled  $18.2  billion,  $2.1  billion  ahead 
of  a  year  ago  and  the  biggest  since 
1984. 

Exports  Lower  in  December  -  U.S. 
agricultural  exports  slid  3  percent  from 
the  previous  month  to  $3.6  billion. 
Unusually  cold  weather  contributed 
to  the  decline.  Decreases  in  corn, 
soybeans,  meat,  rice,  fruits,  nuts,  and 
tobacco  more  than  offset  increases  in 
wheat,  animal  feeds,  soybean  meal, 
cotton,  vegetable  oils,  barley,  and 
cattle  hides. 

Calendar  1989  Exports  Reached 
$40  Billion,  8  percent  above  the  pre¬ 
vious  year  and  the  highest  annual 
total  since  the  record  $43.3  billion  ship¬ 
ped  in  1981 .  This  marks  the  third  con¬ 
secutive  year-to-year  increase  since 
exports  bottomed-out  at  $26.2  billion 
in  1986-the  low  point  for  the  1980’s. 

Corn  exports  during  December 
remained  strong  at  6.6  million  tons 
valued  at  $741  million.  Although 
volume  retreated  895,000  tons  from 
November,  it  was  still  the  second 
largest  monthly  figure  on  record. 
Shipments  to  the  Soviet  Union 
reached  3  million  tons,  compared  with 
3.4  million  tons  the  previous  month. 
Other  major  corn  markets  during 
December  were  Japan  (937,000  tons), 
Taiwan  (796,000  tons),  South  Korea 
(497,000  tons),  and  Mexico  (493,000 
tons).  Calendar  1989  corn  exports 
rose  sharply  to  56.5  million  tons 
valued  at  $6.6  billion.  Record  Soviet 
purchases  accounted  for  one-third  of 
the  total  or  18.6  million  tons. 

Soybean  exports  of  1 .8  million  tons 
decreased  13  percent  from  the  pre¬ 
vious  month  and  slightly  below 
December  1988.  The  EC  (990,000 
tons)  remained  the  largest  market 
followed  by  Japan  (421 ,000  tons),  and 
Taiwan  (224,000).  Shipments  to  the 


USSR  and  Mexico  dropped  sharply. 
Soybean  exports  in  calendar  1989 
were  15.1  million  tons,  the  lowest 
annual  total  since  1975.  The  EC 
accounted  for  43  percent  or  6.4  million 
tons. 

Wheat  exports  of  2.2  million  tons 
gained  15  percent  in  December.  The 
export  pace,  however,  remained 
sluggish  for  the  third  month  in  a  row. 
Pakistan  (291 ,000  tons)  was  the 
largest  market  followed  by  China 
(286,000  tons),  Japan  (272,000  tons), 
and  Egypt  (271 ,000  tons).  After 
averaging  nearly  10  million  tons  per 
quarter  during  January-September 
1989,  wheat  exports  totaled  6.5  million 
in  the  last  quarter. 

Cotton  exports  moved  31  percent 
higher  in  December  to  149,000  tons 
valued  at  $250  million.  Japan  (42,000 
tons),  Korea  (29,000  tons),  the  EC 
(27,000  tons),  and  Indonesia  (10,000 
tons)  were  the  largest  markets. 
Calendar  1 989  exports  of  1 .5  million 
tons  (valued  at  $2.2  billion)  totaled  the 
highest  since  1980.

Agricultural  imports  fell  5  percent  in 
December  to  $1 .8  billion.  Declines  in 
coffee,  sugar,  and  other  commodities 
more  than  offset  increases  for  live  ani¬ 
mals,  fruits  and  vegetables,  meat,  and 
tobacco.  Imports  in  1989  set  a  record 
of  $21 .8  billion,  $306  million  above  the 
previous  high  in  1986.  Coffee  imports 
for  the  year  were  1 .2  million  tons 
valued  at  $2.4  billion  (table  6).  (Steve

Record  Export  Credit  Guarantees 
in  FY  1989  -  Credit  guarantee 
approvals  increased  15  percent  in 
fiscal  1989  to  $5.2  billion,  the  highest 
level  reached  under  the  GSM-102 
and  GSM-103  programs.  This 
indicates  that  exports  under  these 
programs  will  be  up  over  fiscal  1988 
levels  as  well.  Wheat  and  flour,  feed 
grains,  oilseeds,  and  protein  meal 
were  the  commodity  groups  with  the 
greatest  coverage.  Mexico,  Iraq, 
Algeria,  and  Korea  were  the  primary 
destinations  under  the  credit 
guarantee  programs  (table  4).
